Claims 1-6 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-3 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
over Kataoka, U.S. Patent No. 4,431,142 ("Kataoka"). 

Kataoka discloses a slitter, 5, in figure 15, which slits the sheet roll into four sheets by a 
knife or circular blades (col. 4, lines 28-36). Kataoka discloses a speed changing device for the 
winder which makes it possible to adjust the tension in the web as it passes through the winder
